Graves says— | 
The rains have been this season unusually se- | 
vere, one hundred and eleven inches having fallen 
during the month of July. We thought it our | 
duty to remain here once more, and {do not) 
know that the rains have injured us. Mrs. 
Graves bas had about twenty pupils, and has been | 
as much occupied in caring for and instructing 
them as inthe dry season. ‘Whe ladies and gen- | 
tlemen who frequent this station have been much 
interested and exceedingly liberal in supporting 
it. Besides other donations acknowledged, there | 
was built by them, the last dry season, a school 
house in one yard, of substantial materials, at an_ 
expense of a thousand rupees. 

Early in the current rains I received two per- 
sons into our little church. One was a young 
man, a Romanist, employed in our family, who 
had for some months manifested a serious atten-| 
tion to divine things, a full conviction of the er-| 
rors of popery, and a desire to unite with us — 
According to my previous conviction and prac- 
tice, | baptized him. ‘This was also agieeable 
to his own wish. He seems, so far as we can 
judge, steadtastly trusting in Christ, enduring 
cheerfully and manfully, as yet, many reproach- 
es and threats even of assassination for his pro- | 
fession. The other person admitted to the: 
church, was the wife of a Mahratta man whom I 
had previously received, and whose children had 
been baptized. She is ignorant, but, L trust, 
sincere Our little church, therefore, now con. 
sists of eight native members. Oa the two last 
monthly coucerts for prayer they met at our house, 
and all the male memberg Mk each his turn in 
social prayer, that the kingdom of our Redeem- 
er might come in all the earth. ‘Their prayers 
were mdeed faltering and externally very imper- 
fectly expressed; but 1 hope they were accept- 
ed. ‘lo Mrs. Graves ana myself it was a novel, 
most interesting, and au animating scene.

Mapras.—From a statement respecting the 
native free schools under the care of Messrs. 
Winslow and Scudder, at Madras, the following 
particulars are gathered. 

The school masters are most of them heathen, 
but they regularly teach the lessons given from 
christian books; and a good degree of faithful-! 
ness is secured by regulating their pay according 
to the number and progress of the pupils. 

For the support of their schools 1955 rupees, 
or more than $990, were contributed by gentle- 
men residing in Madras and the vicinity. 

On the 20th of December, 1839, Mr. Winslow 
writes from Madras that the mission press was 
fully employed with Tamul, ‘Teloogoo, Hindoo- 
stanee, and the English printing, which it was 
performing for the mission, and the Madras Bi- 
ble and Tract Societies. Mr. Hunt, the printer 
for this station, had arrived at Madura, and was 
soon expected at Madras. 

Mr. Hoisington, principal of the mission sem- 
inary at Batticotta, with his wife, was at Madras, 
the health of both having required a change of 
air, Mr. H. had been up to Calcutta. Both 
were expected soon to return to Ceylon, with 
improved health. While at Madras they had 
been afflicted by the death of their youngest 
child, which occured November 5th. 

Mr. Minor, priuter to the Ceylon mission, 
had been obliged by ill health to take a voyage for, 
his restoration. When last heard from he was 
at Penang, on the coast of Mallacca, with health | 
improved. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cope, of the station at Sevagun- 
ga, near Madura, were on a visit to the mission 
in Ceylon, with the hope of gaining firmer 
health, and their hopes seemed likely to be re- 
alized 

The other mission families in that quarter 
were favored with their usual health.

Very dear Brother G..—I have for a lung time 
neglected to say any thing to you, not because I 
have forgotten the cause of the oppressed, or have 
waxed cold in my zeal in behalf of the suffering 
slave. I most heartily respond to the call of the 
proposed convention at New York; and, if it were 
possible, 1 should attend. But my prayer is, that 
the great Head of the church will preside and es- 
pecially direct in the momentous deliberations of 
that convention. J feel as though it would: be a 
very eventful assemblage, and that its proceedings 
will tell upon the interests of the Good cause. But 
permit me to speak plainly of what is termed, by

{that I can get, that not one half of the Baptists is 


abolitionists in sentiment. And further, 1 think 
I am warranted in saying that not more than one 
fourth of all the members of the several denomina- 
tions of christians are upon the side of consistent 
Abolition. If this is really the case, what are our 
prospects fur embarking in a political abolition 
Campaign? I hope, our brethren will weigh this 
subject candidly and prayerfully, before they make 
any effort in the political department.

Remark. Onr conviction becomes more confirm- 
ed every month, that the only hope of the slave is, 
under God, in the faithful disciples of Jesus Chriat, 
Legislation for the abolition of slavery is to be re- 
garded rather as a result than a means, The Gos- 
pel must teach iis divine doctrine of impartial be- 
nevulence, and prepare men to do deeds of righteous- 
ness and love; and then prompt them to act. It is 
utterly wrong, we admit, for an Abolitionist to vote 
for any political candidate for any office, who ad- 
vocates or connives at slavery, and he ought to vote 
for a hearty and principled friend of the slave in 
every case, though he cast his vote alone, But 
to caucus for a candidate with a view to get up a 
political party and thus to secure the co-operation 
of the unprincipled demagogue and his dupes, is 
subversive of the holy plan of Gospel reformation. 
Once let Zion arise and pour her light into the dark- 
ness which conceals the horrors of slavery, and a 
good and lasting effect will inevitably be produced.

We copy the following gentle article from a 
South Carolina paper into which it was taken with 
approval. 

So then, for co-operating with the friends of hu- 
manity in all nations for the overthrow of the foul 
system of slavery every where, we are to be con- 
demned as partizans of Great Britain and guilty of 
Treason !!!! 

“ Down-right Treason” says “the Globe.” If we 
would only hunt the Indians with bluodhounds, we 
should be patriots. Very well; if guilty, who will 
refuse to die? Not we. 


Defining a Position —We published in our 
paper on Monday the following resolution, 
adopted at a meeting of the Anti-slavery Society 
of New Jersey : 

** Resolved, ‘That the Executive Committee is 
directed to nomiuate a delegate or delegates 
from the Society, to attend the conference of 
Anti-slavery delegates, to be held in London, 
Greet Britain, on the 12th of June, 1840.” 

Thus it appears that the Abolitionists are co- 
operating with a foreign influence to overthrow 
the institutions of their country. Is not this 
downright treason? Or, if not, what is it? If 
any class, or society, or association of men in 
the United States, were to affiliate with a foreign 
association, whose avowed object was the over- 
throw of our civil institutions and Government, 
would not this be downright treason? Yet, un- 
der cover of ay abstract principle, supported 
neither by Holy writ nor human laws, the Abo- 
litionists are gradually maturing, in conjunction 
with a foreign nation, with which our relations 
at this moment are ina critical state,a close 
and intimate union of purpose, which, if con- 
summated, will bring a large number of citizens 
of the United States into a direct subserviency 
to the views and interests of Great Britain. 

The leading fundamental principle of the

In order to maintain an erroneous system of Po- 
litical Economy, whereby the labor of one work.

| But the Bible must be carefully studied: the 
|full effect of a fine painting can never be experi- 
jenced by one who only casts an occasional glance 
lat the canvass ; so, in order to secure the full in- 
| ituence of divine truth upon the heart, something 
more is requisite than a mere occasional and 
miscellaneous perusal of the scriptures: the doc- 
trines they teach must be studied separately, 
and in their connection; and the whole system 
of revealed truth, must be grasped in all its ex- 
tent and vastness. It is when we see the doc- 
irines of the Bible in their proper relations, mu- 
tually illustrating each other, that we are most 
affected in view of the harmony and wisdom and 
mercy of the scheme of redemption. And though 
we are often told of the withering influence of 
all attempts to systematize the Buble, yet, that 
the Bible contains a system, and that this system 
can be ascertained, no one will deny, who admits 
that there is any obvious connection among its 
truths, or that they have any ascertainable de- 
pendence one upon another. It is only when 
we are ignorant of this system, when we sever 
the doctrines of revelation from their true con- 
nection, scparaie the:n from the practical duties 
they are designed to sanction, and treat them as 
mere dry abstractions, that the heart becomes 
chilled and fiozen by speculation.

Period after period of co- 
in|gent argument, pathetic entreaty, and pointed 
illustration, held his various auditory in uabrok- 
en and delighted attention—As he proceeded, 
one after another of the congregation rose with 
the excitement of the subject, style, and argu- 
ment, till at the conclusion half of his audience 
were standing in rapt and spell-bound admira- 
tion of his powers.
